7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $600.00  for  a  grade  sidewalk  on  the 
north  side  of  Concord  street.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
SCHOOLS 


To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board,  Parents 
and  Voters  of  the  Belmont  School  District: 

The  War  Effort  last  year  caused  many  changes 
in  our  school  life  but  it  has  now  settled  into  a 
pattern  in  which  we  can  devote  most  of  our  energies 
to  educational  endeavors.  In  this  report  informa- 
tion from  the  high  school  headmaster  and  the  school 
nurse  are  combined  with  comments  of  the  superin- 
tendent. 

Buildings   and  Equipment,   Maintenance, 
Operation,  Repair 

For  several  years  uprights  for  swings  have 
stood  on  the  Gale  School  playground.  During  the 
fall  new  chains  and  seats  were  obtained  so  that 
pupils  might  enjoy  swinging  during  recess  periods. 
Besides  the  swings,  a  wave  stride  and  a  horizontal 
ladder,  all  of  metal,  were  installed. 

A  new  roof  covering  was  put  on  a  portion  of 
the  high  school.  During  the  process  of  doing  this, 
there  was  considerable  water  damage  to  the  in- 
terior, two  rooms  and  a  corridor,  which  the  firm 
under  contract  redecorated. 

Further  redecorating  has  been  accomplished 
during  vacation  periods  and  it  is  anticipated  that 
all  rooms  and  corridors  will  be  finished  before 
spring. 

Changes  in  the  high  school  building  during  fall 
of  1943  have  been: 

1.     New  cupboards  built  in  home  economics  room 
and  science  laboratory. 
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2.  Grill  installed  in  furnace  room  door. 

3.  Coathooks  and  shelf  for  lunch  boxes  put  up  in 
<.  nd    corridor   adjacent  to   freshman   home   room. 

4.  Bulletin  board  put  up  in  home  economics 
room.  » 

5.  Windows  removed  between  former  commer- 
cial and  typing  rooms  to  permit  the  use  of  the 
typing  room  for  home  room  and  study  pupils  under 
the  supervision  of  the  teacher  in  the  former  com- 
mercial room,  now  the  freshman  home  room. 

6.  Wiring  and  pushbutton  installed  to  permit 
the  teacher  of  English  and  Social  Studies  to  ring  all 
passing  bells  from  the  front  of  the  classroom  used 
for  these  classes. 

7.  New  board  walk  built  from  road  to  front  and 
side  doors  of  building. 

The  Province  Road  School  has  been  unused 
for  more  than  two  years.  There  is  a  satisfactory 
market  now  for  the  sale  of  buildings  so  it  may  be 
well  to  dispose  of  this  soon. 

Teachers  and  Supervisors 

Mr.  Elden  H.  Dustin  who  has  served  faithfully 
ior  eight  years  as  headmaster  of  the  high  school, 
accepted  a  position  in  Connecticut.  His  successor, 
Mr.  Ernest  F.  Fiske  of  Tilton,  is  an  excellent  teacher, 
a  talented  musician,  and  a  determined  adminis- 
trator. 

Selective  Service  officials  classified  Mr.  Schuy- 
ler E.  Cornthwaite  in  1-A,  so  Miss  Helen  E.  Martin 
of  North  Stratford,  an  experienced  teacher  with 
fine  qualifications  was  elected  to  teach  Social 
Studies  and   English. 

Miss  Jessie  L.  Dutrizac  decided  not  to  seek  re- 
election.    In  her  place  Miss  Louise  Whitten,  recent 
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graduate  of  the  Keene  Teachers  College,  handles 
the  Home  Economics  subjects. 

Miss  Louise  Eastman  took  work  in  industry  at 
the  close  of  the  school  year.  The  subjects  she 
♦  taught  were  distributed  among  other  teachers  new 
to  the  staff. 

The  pupils  in  grades  seven  and  eight  were 
grouped  in  one  room  with  a  schedule  apart  from 
the  high  school  and  under  a  single  teacher  for 
most  studies.  Miss  Velma  E.  Lucier  of  Northneld,  a 
person  with  considerable  elementary  school  teach- 
ing experience,  was  chosen  to  teach  these  pupils.

Health  Work 

Miss  Ruth  B.  Whitcomb,  School  Nurse,  reports 
that  the  pupils  have  been  examined  by  the  School 
Physician,  records  have  been  made,  satisfactory 
progress  has  been  made  in  dental  corrections,  home 
visits  are  being  made,  and  that  the  general  health 
of  pupils  is  good. 

Relates  wo  Special  Activities,  and  Services 

High  School 

Mr.  Ernest  F.  Fiske,  new  headmaster  of  the 
Belmont  High  School  has  submitted  some  interest- 
ing facts  about  the  school. 

Reorganization  of  the  junior  high  school.  All 
junior  high  classes,  except  those  in  practical  arts, 
and  all  junior  high  study  groups  meet  in  the  long 
main  room,  home  room  for  seventh  and  eighth  grade 
pupils.  The  room  formerly  used  for  the  junior  high 
is  now  used  as  a  home  room  for  Grade  X-XII  and  for 
classes  in  English  and  Social  Studies;  the  rooms  for- 
merly used  as  a  commercial  room  and  a  typewriting 
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room  are  now  used  as  a  home  room  for  Grade  IX 
and  part  of  Grade  X,  and  for  classes  in  mathema- 
tics, citizenship  and  vocations. 

All  of  the  junior  high  school  courses,  except 
practical  arts,  are  taught  by  Miss  Lucier,  who  at 
the  same  time  supervises  all  of  the  study  periods  of 
junior  high  pupils.  This  permits  closer  supervision 
of  pupils  doing  study  assignments  by  the  teacher 
who  made  the  assignments  and  also  gives  the  teacher 
more  chance  to  get  a  better  understanding  of  the 
individual  pupil.  It  makes  for  a  gradual  transition 
from  the  close  supervision  of  the  elementary  grades 
to  the  larger  number  of  study  periods  which  these 
pupils  will  have  for  independent  study  when  they 
enter  the  high  school. 

Program  of  Studies.  By  offering  the  various 
elective  courses  only  in  alternate  years,  the  school 
has  been  able  to  give  eleven  elective  courses  each 
year  in  the  fields  of  mathematics,  science,  social 
studies,  home  economics,  shop  and  foreign  langu- 
ages. 

F'ederally-aided  home  economics  is  being  con- 
tinued with  Foods  and  Nutrition,  25  girls  in  Grades 
IX-X,  and  The  Family  and  Its  Members,  9  girls  in 
Grades  XI-XII,  as  the  offerings.  All  but  two  girls 
in  Grades  IX-X  are  enrolled  in  the  class  of  Foods 
and  Nutrition. 

All  but  one  boy  in  Grade  IX  is  taking  advant- 
age of  an  opportunity  to  get  training  in  wood  and 
metal  work,  and  practical  mechanics  in  the  class 
for  Grades  IX-X  boy^  in  General  Shop. 

Replacing  Physiography  a  course  in  General 
Science  is  being  offered  this  year.  This  furnishes 
an  introduction  to  biology,   physics,  and  chemistry. 
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In  keeping  with  the  current  interest  in  science, 
the  purchase  of  a  variety  of  materials  for  Chemistry 
has  made  the  laboratory  quite  satisfactorily 
equipped  for  this  course. 

New  textbooks  were  purchased  for  first-year 
French,  providing  very  satisfactory  basic  material 
for  developing  a  reading  and  speaking  knowledge 
of  this  language. 

Extra-curricular  activities.  One  period  a  week 
in  junior  high  school  and  one  period  a  week  in 
senior  high  school  is  devoted  to  music,  under  the 
direction  of  Miss  Ruth  F.  Sawyer.  This  is  a  singing 
period  in  which  part  singing  is  developed  and  a 
limited  amount  of  quiet  listening  to  recordings  is 
done. 

One  period  a  week  is  an  activity  period,  during 
which  the  freshman  boys  have  a  cooking  class  with 
Miss  Whitten,  the  freshmen  girls  have  a  shop  class 
with  Mr.  Wilman,  and  older  high  school  pupils 
participate  in  an  instrumental  music  group  with 
Mr.  Fiske. 

In  the  junior  high  school,  Miss  Lucier  has  di- 
rected short  singing  periods,  taught  drawing,  and 
conducted  assembly  programs. 

Boys'  basketball  is  being  coached  this  year 
by  Robert  Dearborn,  on  a  voluntary  basis,  and  girls' 
basketball  is  being  coached  by  Miss  Louise  Whitten. 
Although  wartime  conditions  have  restricted  travel 
lor  interscholastic  basketball,  an  eight-game  sched- 
ule lias  been  arranged  with  four  nearby  schools. 

Six  Friday  night  parties  and  dances  have  been 
held  at  the  school  during  the  fall.  These  included 
a  dance  for  the  purpose  of  selling  war  stamps,  a 
freshman  party,  the  freshman  initiation,  a  party  to 
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raise  money  for  the  senior  trip,  one  to  raise  money 
for  basketball  expenses,  and  the  annual  Christmas 
party. 

The  expenses  of  all  social  affairs,  class  func- 
tions, and  athletics  are  paid  from  funds  collected 
as  admissions  to  games,  school  parties,  and  pro- 
grams open  to  the  public,  and  as  class  dues.  All 
of  these  funds  are  deposited  in  the  Citizens  .National 
Bank  to  the  account  of  Belmont  High  School  Tri- 
bunal, and  expenses  are  paid  by  check  drawn  on 
that  account  by  the  headmaster.  The  treasurer  of 
each  class  keeps  a  financial  report  and  money 
earned  or  collected  as  dues  by  any  class  is  used 
only  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  functions  of  that 
class. 

Wartime  activities.  36  pupils  were  released 
for  farm  work  for  a  total  of  135  days  (3.8  days, 
average),  from  September  8  through  November  15. 
Most  of  these  harvested  apples  and  potatoes  in 
Belmont  and  Sanbornton.  Including  time  spent 
before  and  after  school  and  on  Saturdays,  Sundays 
and  holidays.  28  boys  and  19  girls  worked  a  total 
of  794  eight-hour  days  (average  16.8  days  per 
pupil),  of  which  12f'<  was  at  home  and  28%  for 
others. 

WAR  TRAINING  PROGRAM  IN  VOCATION 

AGRICULTURE   APPLIED   FARMING   COURSE 

UNIVERSITY   OF   NEW    HAMPSHIRE 

The  school  board  of  Belmont,  New  Hampshire 
is  willing  to  grant  a  high  school  diploma,  at  the 
regular  graduation  exercises  of  the  local  high  school 
to  any  student  of  that  school,  recommended  by  the 
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headmaster,   who  satisfactorily   completes  the   pre- 
scribed program  in  Vocational  Agriculture  offered 
at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire. 
Rationing  Services 

Townspeople  and  teachers  have  worked  as 
registrars  in  the  issuance  of  rationing  booklets  as 
requested  by  the  Office  of  Price  Administration. 

War  Ration  Book  No.  2,  Commercially  Pro- 
cessed Fruits  and  Vegetables,  Feb.  22-24,  1943,  with 
Mr.  Elden  H.  Dustin  as  school  site  administrator. 

War  Ration  Book  No.  3  was  issued  from  the 
Concord  OPA  office  during  the  summer  months,  and 
the  schools  were  asked  to  assume  no  responsibility 
for  the  distribution  of  this. 

War  Ration  Book  No.  4,  General  ration  book, 
was  handled  through  the  schools  on  Oct.  20-22, 
1943.  In  Belmont  the.  registration  was  held  at  the 
H:gh  School  with  Mr.  Ernest  F.  Fiske  as  school  site 
administrator. 

Finances 
School  Expenses 

School  expenses  must  rise  to  some  extent.  Sal- 
aries of  teachers  and  other  workers  are  higher,  the 
cost  of  scholars'  supplies  has  advanced,  fuel  bills 
are  going  up,  and  minor  items  entering  a  school 
budget  call  for  increased  amounts.  However,  the 
total  costs  of  schools  locally  has  not  risen  in  pro- 
portion to  industrial  and  commercial  budgets  and 
every  attempt  is  being  made  to  keep  the  increases 
to  a   low  percentage. 

Conclusion 

The  schools  of  Belmont  function  efficiently 
without  much  publicity.  Excellent  work  is  being 
done  in  both  the  Gale  and  the  High  School. 
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In  submitting  this  fourth  annual  report,  I  wish 
to  thank  the  parents  and  voters  for  their  support, 
interest,  and  cooperation,  the  school  board  members 
for  establishing  sound  policies  and  for  critically 
judging  our  results,  the  teachers  and  the  school 
nurse  for  their  hard  work,  constructive  criticisms, 
and  excellent  achievements.
